BACK in 1454. Pop. Nicholas 
V gave to the Portuguese 
th« eiclusiva right of eiplo ration 
and conquest on the route to the 
Indian. This routs covered the 
area around the coait of Africa, 
In I4?3, whan newt reached 
Portugal that Columbus discov- 
ered the "Indiei" by sailing wait, 
the king sought to protect hit 
righti and appealed to Pope 
Aleiander VI for a solution. The 
Pope drew a straight line on a 
map running north and south 100 
leagues to the watt of the Cape 
Verde Islands, [a league it 3 
miles) and gave all right to ex- 
ploration wait of this line to the 
Spaniards and salt of it to the 
Portuguese. The Portuguese dis- 
sented and at a conference held 
at Tordesilias in 1494, both na- 
tions agreed to move Hie boun- 
dary line 3 SO leagues west of 
the Cape Verde Islands. This new 
line corresponded to the 50th 
degree longitude west of Green- 
wich which torches -the South 
American continent at the mouth 
of the Amaion. 

By a stroke of fate in the year 
1500, Pedro Cabral set tail 
around the coasts of Africa on a 
journey to the East, but, an ad- 
verse wind struck his ships and 
drove them off their course until 
they reached the Brazilian coast. 
The point at which they landed, 
Porto Seguro, actually was situa- 
ted aett of the line of Torde- 
si lias and Portugal had all the 
right of exploration. Cabral took 
possession of the land in the 
name of the king and continued 
tils journey. It was not until 30 
years later that the first Portu- 
guese settlement was made in 
Brazil at a place called Sao 
Vincente. 

In 1932, Braiil issued a sat of 
four different stamps to com- 
memorate the colonization of 
Braiil and the fourth century of 
the founding of Sao Vincente. 
One of the stamps, the 20-reis, 
shows a map of South America 
and a line thru it representing 
the Meridian of Tordesilias. The 
200-reis stamp shows a picture 
of Martin Affonso de Souia who 
founded the first Brazilian settle- 
ment at Sao Vincente.
